Thirty or forty years ag*». when the 


Santa Fe trail was the pr.-at highway 
of the south west and all the merchan- 
dise was hauled overland from the Mis- 
souri In wagons I Via Juan Christ obal 
Armljo, of Albuquerque, was one of the 
richest men in New Mexico. He was 
also one of the most progressive and 
clear-headed. an-L seeing the possibili- 
ties of profit in freighting, he converted 
most of hi* lands and cattle into cash 
and the cash Into wagon* and mules
